On July 30, 1969 a kidney transplant 
was performed at the University of Ca¬ 
lifornia Medical Center in San Francisco 
by Dr. Kountz for Alice Ramirez who 
lost both kidneys some time ago and had 
been on the kidney machine for quite 
a few months. Her sister Esther Perez, 
was the kidney donor, and both patients 
arc doing' well. The kidney transplant 
was a costly operation for the Ramirez 
family who have 7 children ages ranging 
2 1/2 to 16. Mr. Ramirez a Palo Alto 
barber has had to take some time off 
work to care for the children. Although 
he does have a baby sitter it is costly to 
pay her plus having the expense of the 
kidney machine, which he had to-buy for 
$7,000.00 and $3,500.00 for the required 
training needed to operate the machine 
at home. He received the training just 
before the operation. This cost doesn't 
include medical supplies which came to 
$9. 000. 

The Ramirez family would sin¬ 
cerely appreciate any help that anybody 
can give to help them through their crisis.

NEW S.J. PROGRAM 


Like To Know Your 
Police On The Beat?

One of the reasons advanced for 
the antagonism between today's police 
and many of the citizenry is that neither 
knows how the other half lives. 

To put it another way: there isn't 
the "communication" between them that 
there once was - when the patrolman 
walked his beat and knew most everyone 
on the atreet by name. 

Everywhere the officer goes now¬ 
adays, he rides. He's constantly on the 
move, in a hurry to get from one call to 
the next. The moments he has to "pass 
the time" are precious few. 

Outside of his contacts with people 
in the line of duty (often unpleasant be¬ 
cause of the nature of the work), there 
is seldom any other communication. 

This has been a situation the San 
Jose Police Department has been aware 
of for some time. 

It is one that they are trying now 
to remedy - through a pilot program 
called, simply, police - neighborhood 
meetings. 

They have been going on quietly 
now for nearly two months, and their 
growing acceptance suggests they'll con¬ 
tinue for some time to come as one of 
the key programs of SJPD's Community 
Services Unit. 

"We are very happy with the re¬ 
sults so far, " said Lt. Ike Hernandez, 
"and we plan to broaden the program in 
the near future". 

The neighborhood meetings are 
ostensibly little more than nightime "kaf- 
fee - klatches" - but with an added twist. 

Instead of mere social gatherings 
of friends in private homes, they are 


constructive talk sessions in which the 
folks on the block, most for the very 
time, come face to face with the cop on 
the beat - the man paid to give them pol¬ 
ice protection. 

In the relaxed atmosphere, over 
a cup of coffee, they learn a little about 
each other that they wouldn't under any 
other conditions. 

One of the main purposes of the 
meetings is to give the patrolman some 
insights into the feelings of the people at 
the neighborhood level toward his uni¬ 
form, toward his duty, toward his job. 

"At the same time, " Hernandez 
pointed out, "the meetings serve to clear 
up a good deal of misinformation and 
false impressions people have about 
policemen and police work." 

Discussion runs a gamut of to¬ 
pics - from drug abuse, to theft preven¬ 
tion, to tips on how to discourage the 
home burglar, all the way to questions 
like "how come it takes you so long to 
get here." 

"We don't just listen to com¬ 
plaints. When we find they are legiti¬ 
mate and are repeated from one neigh¬ 
borhood to another, we make recommen¬ 
dations to have matters corrected," 
Hernandez said. 

The meetings aren' t " stacked." 
The police department doesn't make a 
point of sending its most congenial man 
just to prop up the image. The people 
aren't reluctant, either, to aak "hostile" 

The beat officer may well find 
himself sitting across from the man he 
ticketed for speeding not long ago, or 
perhaps trying to explain a bit of law to 
the mother of a boy he "ran in" for shop¬ 
lifting.

Helping out in the program are 
two community relations aides, Daniel 
Martin, a former Seaside policeman, 
Oscar Gonzalez, a community organizer, 
and two regular police officers, Ron 
Bostick and Louis Cobarruvias. 

Besides acting as "ice breakers" 
at the meetings, the four are also en¬ 
gaged in arranging times and places for 
the sessions. 

Bostick, who has sat in on nu¬ 
merous neighborhood meetings in recent 
weeks, sees them as definite pluses in 
the effort toward better police-commun¬ 
ity relations. 

Although most of them have been 
held up to now on the East Side, the prog¬ 
ram is scheduled for expansion. 

There are a total of 36 beats in 
the City. 

"We hope that by the end of the 
year," said Hernandez, "to be holding 
such meetings in all of them. "
